It 
developed that the boy was a constant 
reader of dime novels. 

MISSED A METEOR. 

Narrow Escape From lleing Struck by a 
Nine-round Aerolite. 

Alliance, U., June 27.— Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, while Thomas Richards, a resi- 
dent of Gaskfll street, was standing on 
his porch during a heavy rainstorm, he 
was startled by a bright flash and a 
hissing sound. The next instant hi f( It 
a concussion which shook the ground 
and rattled the windows of his dwell- 
ing. Richards came to tho conclusion 
that his home had been visited by a 
meteor, and has been hunting for it 
ever since. 

Yesterday forenoon he found a hole 
in the ground within four feet of his 
house, around which the tall grass had 
been burned. Richards dug down into 
the earth and within a foot of the sur- 
face struck his meteor. The aerolite is 
in the shape of a speroid and weighs 
about nine pounds. It is .very hard, 
blows from a sledge hammer failing to 
crack it. Local scientists say it is most- 
ly meteoric iron.

The spad- 
ous old-fashioned mansion was beauti- 
fully decorated with flags, flowers and 
designs in electric lights. 

Before the reception proper began, a 
short address of congratulation was de- 
livered to ex-Governor and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley by Mrs. Alice Danler Join's of 
this city. Ex-Governor McKinley brief- 
ly replied. The speaking took place 
from a balcony in front of the resi- 
dence. The reception was attended by 
a great throng of people. 

The llond Issues Valid. 

Clf.vela.nd, Juno 27. — The supreme 
court of the state, sitting at Columbus, 
has affirmed the validity of the contem- 
plated bond issues for public improve- 
ments, amounting to $7,000,000 or s?8,- 
000,000, authorized by special acts of the 
last legislature. The question was on 
the constitutionality of the special acts, 
and had the decision been against the 
city it would have invalidated many 
many millions of dollars' worth of 
bonds. Tho decision in favor of this 
city affects also a largo number of acts 
passed in the interests of other cities 
and counties in the state. Tho Cincin- 
nati $(i, 500,000 waterworks appropria- 
tion is also sustained by this decision. 

No Imlepeiidenco For Them. 

Columbus, U., Juno 27.— The commit- 
tee in charge of the local celebration of 
tho Fourth of July had arranged for 100 
miners from tho valley to inarch in the 
parade in their mining outfits and with 
their mining lamps in their hats, but 
President Penua of the United Mine 
Workers of America advised them not 
to do it. Ho says that by doing this 
they would declare themselves benefi- 
ciaries of tho Declaration of Independ- 
ence, whereas they aro mere sorbs and 
would in that way act a lie. 

Mark Hanna's Villa Kohhed. 

Cleveland, June 27.— Hon. Mark 
Hanna's Lakewood villa was entered by 
a burglar at an early hour yesterday 
morning. The thief secured $300 worth 
of jewels and $70 in money. He did not 
arouse the occupants, but was detected 
on leaving it by Hanna's private watch- 
man. Tho Lakewood marshal was no- 
tified and he, with his two assistants, 
chased the burglar to tho lake front, 
where he eludtd them, escaping safely 
with his plunder.

ELSIE KREGLO'S MURDERER. 
Irving E. Ford l»a> s the Penalty on the 
Si-aft'old. 

Washington, June 27. — Irving L. 
Ford, the negro whose brutal murder of 
Elsie Kreglo, on May 4 last, formed one 
of tho most atrocious crimes in tho po- 
lice annals of Washington, was hanged 
in tho jailyard hen' at 1 1 :91 yesterday. 
Ford made a statement denying that 
he had attempted to ussanlt his victim. 

Ford also expressed regret for the 
murder, and claimed he had been under 
the influence of liquor, and had not 
known what he was doing when he 
committed the crime. He was cool to 
the last, and walked onto the scaffold 
with a linn step and stolid COOUte- 
nance. 

Ford's crime caused the greatest in- 
dignation in this city, and lynching was 
talked of. His victim was a young 
white country girl, about Hi years of 
age, who lived with her parents about 
a* mile from tho city limits. She was 
tending a cow but a short digtance from 
her homo when accosted by her slayer, 
who attempted to criminally assault 
her. She desperately resisted him and 
a terrific struggle between the two en- 
sued, during which tho negro cut sev- 
eral ugly gashes across her throat with 
a knife. The girl's screams brought as- 
sistance from her family, who found her 
bleeding and exhausted from tho 
wounds. She died almost immediately 
without giving any information about 
her ussailant. 

A number of arrests were made as tin 
surrounding country was searched by 
pusses of determined men, but it was 
several days before the police succeeded 
in obtaining clews that seemed to fasten 
the crime on Ford. Tho latter managed 
to get as far away as Harper's Ferry, 
and after an exciting chase, during 
which the prisoner jumped into the 
river in an attompt to drown himself, 
he was captured Mid brought to the city. 
Hero ho was at first defiant and denied 
everything! bat finally confessed first 
that he murdered the girl, and then 
that he had made an effort to assault 
her. Ford was about B0 years old and a 
man of low, brutal instincts.

Burglars Had Nearly Finished a Stupen- 
dous Job to Itob a Hunk. 

Los Am.i.les, June 27.— The boldest 
attempt at bank robbery ever made on 
the Pacific coast has just come to light. 
The object of the attack was the heavy 
■teal vault of the First National bank, 
one of tho largest financial institutions 
of its kind in southern California, and 
to reach it the robbers dug a tunnel 10$ 
feet in length, extending from a street 
adjoining the First National and run- 
ning thence under tho cellars of three 
other banks. 

This tunnel had progressed to a point 
directly beneath the vault when the po- 
lice authorities were apprised of its ex- 
istence. When the scheme wss discov- 
ered the burglars had begun to remove 
the brick masonry supporting the steel 
vault. The work is believed to have 
been done by a gang of at least five or 

six persons, but only one inspect — 

James K. Stephens— has thus for been 
arrested.

MONETARY OUTLOOK NOT CLEAR 



lllany Mill* and Factorleit Havo CIo«ed 
Down Tor the Summer- Decidedly Good 
Crop I'rn«pect« Reported From Every 
where— Textile Manufacturers Curtail 
Ing Production. 

Nkw Yokk, June 27. — R. G. Dun A 
Company's weekly review of trad" says: 
The monetary outlook is not yet clear to 
some. Tho strength shown in recent 
conventions by advocates of silver coin- 
age, and expectation that all the Bl0< 
nients favoring that policy may yet bo 
concentrated, incline them to a waiting 
attitude. Their uncertainty retards Im- 
provement But many mills have wait- 
ed as long as they can with safety, and 
signatures havo been given by enough 
cotton mills of Fall River to insure a 
temporary stoppage, it is stated, the na- 
ture of which is now under discussion 
in conference with the Providence man- 
ufacturers. Meanwhile, the Pacific of 
Lawrence and the Naumkeag of Salem 
have closed for a time, and practically 
all the southern cotton mills will bo rep* 
resented at a meeting on Monday with 
the same object. 

Woolen mills are acting without con- 
cert, but 14 are mentioned in dispatches 
as having closed this week. There is no 
similar movement in other industries, 
though the period of summer closing is 
Rt hand in many of them, and import- 
ant controversies as to wages of iron 
pnddlem and other hands make it likely 
that the annual stoppage in that in- 
dustry may last longer than usual. 

The weakness of wheat, which has 
declined Hi cents, and of cotton, which 
is an eighth lower for spots, though h-^s 
for futures, have full explanation in de- 
cidedly good crop prospects. Returns 
of harvesting thus far support the best 
estimates as to wheat, and the condition 
of OOttOn has been decidedly improved 
by rains. The closing of many nulls 
also threatens to cut off the demand be- 
tween this date and Sept 1 by 80,000 to 
40,000 bales, but in any event the stocks 
on hand are ample. 

Wheat receipts at western ports have 
been 2.ti!)<i,(>!l2 bushels, against only 
787,201 last year, and for three weeks 
nast 0,881,978 bushels, against 8,984,003 
last year, and while Atlantic exports 
have sharply increased, amounting to 
7,867,597 bushels, flour included, against 
4,918,487 for three weeks of June last 
year, there is no reason to doubt regard- 
ing the sufficiency of supplies. The 
hay crop has also been exceedingly good 
at the west. It is not wholly a welcome 
but a necessary conclusion that prices 
for the great staples are not likely to be 
higher. 

The great combinations which, The 
Iron Age wisely reasons, tend cause dis- 
astrously low prices hereafter, still con- 
trol the markets both for material and 
finished products of iron and steel, 
though it is reported that lower prices 
will soon bo made for coke, owing to 
better utilization of by-products, and 
for nails owing to the heavy decrease in 
consumption. Tho billet pool reports 
no larger sale, but middlemen or out - 
siders continue to undersell it. The new 
demand for finished products is very 
light, and while quotations average a 
shade lower, most of them are cut to se- 
cure business. Bessemer pig is a ■hade 

lower at $19.98 at Pittsburg. 

The textile manufacturers, as has 
been said, are generally devising cur- 
tailment of production, and the only 
change in juices is downward. Sales of 

wool have been 19,858,600 pounds for 

four weeks, of wdiidi 7,500,100 were do- 
mestic, against 88,888,908 last year, of 
which lti, lii-',4li.") were domestic 

Failures for the week have been '.'17 
in the United States against 2'di last 
year, and 24 in Canada against 22 last 
year.

Intensified by tlie character of the writer, 
tha Hew Dr. Hanson, w idely known and 
highly raapaeted as a scholar, divine and 
careful Investigator. 

The Intelllganl American reader dOH 
not Mfld to lie told that up to tin- revolu- 
tion (,f 17113 the heir to the throne of 
France was known as the dauphin. 

The last dauphin of the royal house of 
BoUrbOfl would, had he Ixvn i>ermitted to 
nscond the throne, have ban known us 
Louis XVII. 

This heir was the only child of Louis 
XVI and the glftad and ill starred Mafia 
Antlonetta of the royal house of Austria, 
both of whom lost their throne and heads 
ltt the Moody revolution that was the cul- 
mination of centuries of outrage nnd mer- 
ciless oppression on the purt of the nobles. 

The dauphin was lx>rn in the palace of 
Versailles on the 27th of March, 17bf>, go 
that ha was but B years of age when the 
red rtorm broke. He was mudc a prisoner, 
with his parental and, though he was not 
publicly azeonted — and tha stories as to 
Ids end vary — then- can be but little doubt 
that he perished by violent means soon 
after the king and queen were ,-xccuted. 

The fact that there was a doubt In the 
minds of Home as to the dauphin's death 
brought out n number of impostors, the 
most daring, and for a time the most suc- 
cessful, <>f whom was the elderly man 
whom Dr. Hanson — perfectly honest In hip 
belief — ipning upon the world as Louis 
X A' 1 1, the rightful heir to the throne of 
France, which at that time KapoleoO HI 
had just sci/cd by violence. 

The excitement caused by Dr. Hanson's 
article was not confined to this count ry or 
coin in, nt. but spread through all lands 
where such mntters interest, and within a 
year the world was divided Into two bit- 
terly opposing classes, the llrst llrm iii the 
belief that Klea/.ar Williams, nominally of 
New York state, was the son of Isolds 
XVI. and the second that he was an ar- 

rant Impostor and thai all who supported 

him were either fools or knaves. 

Up to this time those who knewthe Rev. 
F.lca/ar William- believed the following to 

be his antecedents: 

He was born In ( 'aughnawaga, in north- 
ern Sow York, it was thought, in or about 
17S7. On his father's side he was supposed 
to be of English descent. His father was 
believed to be a son of K/.eklel Williams, a 
well to do textile manufacturer In Lan- 
cashire. 

Measar'S father, so the story goes, wu§ 
dissolute and the hlaoh sheep of the fam- 
ily. He came to the English province of 
Quebec, then more French than at present, 
and married a St, Hegis Indian woman 
named Mary Ann Korcwatewetitota. 

As soon as he was old enough to go to 
Bohooltbe boy was sent t" ull establish- 
ment at Long Meadows, where he remain- 
ed as a pupil and Instructor till his twen- 
ty-second year. 

He is repotted to have lnvn quiet, studi- 
ous and taciturn, with "a somber leaning 
toward the church. '' After leaving Long 
MondoWS his father, anxious to gratify the 
young man's bent, sent him to Westhamp- 
toii, Ma-s., where he Studied theology. 

Young Williams was regarded as a wise, 
upright citizen and a most godly man. As 
(til evidence of the former, when thCBBOOttd 
war with England broke out. In 1*12, 

F.lca/ar Williams wai appointed superin- 
tendent of the Indians in the northern part 
Id N. \v York. 

He had before this Shown great interest 

in the Indiana! and he had a remarkable 
facility for acquiring their dialects and 
language* indeed, en :i till this day the 
Oneida Indians Use his translations and 
tex; In ioks. 

That Williams had courage and spirit Is 
evidenced by the fact that when the Eng- 
lish threatened an invasion by way of Ijikc 
Cham] lain he took his rille, and, cutering 
the ranks as a private soldier, was serious- 
ly wounded at the buttle of l'lattsburg, 

Bept 14, 1114 

He was not a good executive ofllcer, and 
ha lost his posittou as superintendent, It 
is said that with ull his piety he yielded to 
temptution. He was a handsome man and 
Showed a greater fondness for the pretty 
young red women than lie did for their 
seniors of either sex. When tho debute as 
to his claims was on, this fact was cited 
against him by his opponents, while his 
supporters tried to turn the tables by show- 
ing that an ardent love for the other BB3 
has Keen considered since the days of Solo- 
mon u sure if not an exclusive attribute of 
royalty. 

About this time, being thrown on his 
own resources. Williams resolved to enter 
on the profession for which his training 
bust fitted him. He became a lay preacher 
nnd reader among the Oneida Indians. 

in lsis ha joined the Episcopal church, 

and when in 1840, the greater part of the 

tribe removed to Oreen Hay, at the head 
of Lake Michigan, Williams went with 

them. His enemies asserted thut it was 
in- lore for an Indian girl rather than his 
devotion to the Master that luducvd him 
to go into what was then a wilderness. 
Hut, no matter the motive. It is a matter 

of nnqnastionabla record that Bleasat Wil- 
liams remained nt Green Hay as a mission- 
ary for M years, or till l«»o, when he had 
reached the mature age of 59. 

About this time the missionary society 
that hail bean supporting Williams made a 
careful examination of his work and re- 
ported against sending him any more 
funds. The royal weakness with whleh 
he was charged when a young man seems 
to have continued with him. He was un- 
married, but the commission tlutt exam- 
ined hU case declared that bis conduct 



with women would nanny nave hoen per- 
mitted under the old dispensation. 

For four years Williams was a religious 
free Innce. He knew the languages of all 
the trlln-s living near the great lakes, and 
these he visited, studying their habits and 
traditions, living ns they did and preach- 
ing and teaching as the occasion offered. 

"He made many friends among the Indi- 
ans, nut we failed to find one convert whose 
Salvation can be traced lo Mr. Williams," 
w rote one who was evidently not un ad- 
mirer. 

If at all, It was during these four years 
that Williams prepared his post facto 
diaries and perfected that .audacious scheme 
of imposition that was destined to make 

him t e mp orarily the most talked of living 

man, and Which divided the red men as 
well as the whites. 

In 1850 Elcazar Williams settled at St 
Regie, near Montreal, where ho found a 
Welcome among the Indians, who had 
known him In his youth. Here, it is said, 
he wrote for the papers, und from this place 
he set afloat tha story that the son of Louis 
XVI, the dauphin, was alive and In Amer- 
ica. It was this newspaper report that 
started Dr. Hanson on his inquiries nnd 
led him in 1853 to publish the article, 
•Have We a Houri)on Among Us?" 

Dr. Hanson was not satisfied with the 
rumors, stories and letters pro and con thai 
poured in on him ufter this startling paper 

appeared la Putnam's. "In the Interest of 

justice und historic truth," the good man 
made a visit to St. Regis, where he was 
courteously received by Williams. After 
thai the Interest was intensified, and, as 
has Urn said, became worldwide. 

Williams was quiet, cultured, dark, 
handsome, and to the eye all that the dau- 
phin might have lieen had he survival. 

The tendanev of human nature is to as- 



said, were bribed to swear he was aOopteu, 
and that It was understood that two 
French gentlemen brought him when a 
child to the trltw. 

Physicians of undoubted standing vis- 
ited WILtr.ms and mude affidavits thnt he 
had no Indian blood In his veins. Artists 
visited him and made pictures— said to bo 
likenesses— that bore a convincing resem- 
blance to the reputed father, Louis XVI. 

Proof was forthcoming that for many 
years money had been sent to the Indians 
from France to pay for the care of "The 
Lwt I'rince." 

The opponents of what they called "the 
great impostor," although somewhat dis- 
heartened by the accumulating evidence In 
favor of Williams, still kept at work. 

John Jay, who had recently been minis- 
ter to Austrin, and who died in 1704 In 
New York, wrote to tho Prince do Joln- 
vllle asking for the facts. Tho prince re- 
plied that he hnd never seen or heard of 
the man Williams till news of "the Ameri- 
can Impostor" reached him through the 
papers. He proved tho absurdity of the 
claim, and Mr. Jay gave tho letter to the 
world. 

This letter was a staggering blow to the 
adherents of "tho lost prince." Other 
proofs came In quick succession. The fol- 
lowers began to fall away In masses, till 
finally he who hud gone up as a rocket and 
dazzled the world for a brief hour came 
down like the proverbial stick. 

Williams sank into obscurity. He died 
poor Aug. 2>S, 1S58, among the red sur- 
vivors of his mother's family, and is burled 
at St. Regis. He was a man of undoubted 
ability, and the student Is compelled to 
the belief that the great imposition was 
due to tho delusion of an unhinged mind.

His claim, borne out by his journals In 
part, was that he was born at Versailles. 

Ho recalled vividly his arrest and separa- 
tion from his parents and his being taken 
to the Bastille, After this his memory w as 
B blank for about seven years. When It 
retained, he was In America amid sur- 
roundings new to his recollection, but with 

whi« h years of seemingly Intelligent aeso* 

i i ten hud made hltn f miliar. 

Ho claimed, and tried to prove it by his 
diary, that the Prince de Jolnvillo, who 
visited Aiucrlca Ui ls>40, sought hlm out 
on the northern shores of Lake Superior 
and Insisted uu his signing "an abdication 
to tho throne of France." Although a 
large sum was offered for the signature, 
Williams refused to sign, and the dlsup- 
polnted Prince de Jolnvillo left. 

After further research, all of which went 
to confirm his belief, Dr. Hanson wrote 
another startling article, entitled "The 
Lost Prince," and tho Interest that had 
l>een gradually growing now rose to fever 
heat. 

"The hermit monarch of St. Regis" was 
no longer lonely. The curious flocked to 
feast their plebeian eyes on an actual king. 
Letters by the bag came asking for his sig- 
nature and locks of his hair, and all assured 
him of support. Subscriptions were raised 
to help him. The press, the pulpit and all 
classes of society took sides, nor were there 
wanting American republicans who an- 
nounced their readiness to place Louis 
XVII on the throne of hit father by force 
of arms If the pretender — Napoleon HI — 
did not prudently retire in his favor.

TERROR TO OUTLAWS AND INDIANS

ExUtenee Ever Since— to 
Law and Order. 



There is no police force or mllltla on 
earth qulto like tho Texas rangers. The 
organization hns been famous for 00 years, 
but at length with changing conditions It 
seems likely soon to disappear. It is still 
enormously popular in Texas, and Its 
members and veterans enjoy peculiar privi- 
leges throughout the state. 

Tho original rangers wore organized in 
1838 by Sam Houston. Thoy helped to 
bring about Texan Independence and sub- 
sequently to defend the frontier against 
the assaults of Indians and Mexicans. 
From thut tlmo to this tho Texas rangers 
have existed In one form or another. A 
company of 30 former rangers is now 
fighting for the freedom of Cuba, and art 
organized force of rangers under tho pay 
of tho state helps to maintain order in th> 
wilder parts of Texas. 

When the civil war broke out, Con 
Terry, an old ranger, organized the fa- 
mous body of men known as Terry's Texas 
rangers, composed almost entirely of 
former rangeTs and frontiersmen. They 
fought from Hull Run to Appomattox and 
lost 75 per cent of their original muster 
rolL 

Soon after the close of the civil war the 
Texas legislature provided for calling out 
1,000 rangers to protect tho frontiers 
against hostile Indians. It was a formid- 
able little army thus provided, and for 
somo years thereafter the rangers formed 
a strong body of troops. 

The various state troops of Texas from 
18(55 to 1883 effectually followed 128 i«ir- 
ties of Indian marauders, had 84 lights 
with Indians and Mexicans, killed 89 In- 
dians, wounded 02 and captured 0, killed 
27 Mexicans and wounded 6 and recovered 
nearly 0,000 stolen horses, mules and cat- 
tle and 3 citizens carried off by Indians 
and deep SHI does During those years 890 
citizens were killed and 81 carried off by 
Indlaus or Mexicans, 13 rangers were killed 
and 21,o!mi horses and mules, 48,400 cattle 
and 8,400 sheep and goats woro stolen. 
There were In addition many minor out- 
rages which the rangers wero called upon 
to redress. 

Conditions had so far changed In Texas 
by the year IS89 that the rungers were no 
longer needed for defense against hostile 
Indians, ns Indian raids had ceased. Hut 
the force, now reduced in numbers, wus 
still active in the suppression of dSSpanv 
docs along the border, some of them raid- 
ing Mexicans, others native products, nnd 
nil more troublesome from the fact that 
Increased vigilance on the Mexican stdo of 
the Rio Grands tended to confine the oper- 
ations of such persons to Texus. The ran- 
gers made In the years 1KS9-90 579 arrests, 
mostly of desperate criminals, among them 
70 murderers, 100 cuttle thieves nnd 25 
robbers and burglars. Although Mexican 
outrages had decreased in numbers and 
the Indians had utterly disappeared from 
the state, the rangers from December. 1899, 
to Nov. 30, 1S94, made more thun 900 ar- 
rests. 

Tho Texas rangers of today and of re 
cent years have been officially designated 
the frontier battalion, Tho present organ- 
ization wus cut down last year from 14 
men In each company to 7, "a mere 
handful," says an old ranger, "but they 
are all acres." Tho whole lwittal ion now 
musters only 100 men. This dwindling 
body of heroic and adventurous traditions 
Is hold in vast respect throughout all the 
border counties of Texas, and every border 
youth of mettle wishes to serve In tho 
rangers. An old ranger may have almost 
anything that tho border counties have to 
bestow, and it is from among the retired 
rangers that sheriffs and other county 
officers are usually chosen. 

Any unmarried man over 18ycarsof age 
is eligible as a ranger, but it is an exceed- 
ingly dillieult matter to get Into the or- 
ganization. Courage, physical soundness, 
first rate horsemanship, precision with fire- 
arms and steady habits are the requisites 
for membership. The term of enlistment 
Is one year. Tho ranger furnishes his 
horse, accouterments and arms, w hlle the 
state furnishes food for the men, forage, 
ammunition, medicines and medical at- 
tendance. The pay of captains Is #100 a 
month, of sergeants 150 a month and of 
privates f 30 a mouth. Tho force Is made 
up of young men, sober, well Ordered and, 
as a rule, fairly well educated. Tho ran- 
gers of today attend to business in the 
same thorough fashion as their prede- 
cessors, and In small bands of six or eight 
men they pursue and capture the worst 
dosperadoes of the border counties. 

"We live in tho saddle, and the sky is 
our roof," say tho rangers, and this is al-

literally truo, for the greater part of 
their time is passed iu the active pursuit of 
criminals Tho raiding ranger takes a 
horse where ho will and may arrest or 
search In auy part of Texas. 

Although tho organization of tho rnn- 
gora is military, they are distinguished by 
no uniform. Most of them wear long l>oots, 
dannel shirts and the broad brimmed 
Texan hat. Each man wears a licit with 



a six shooter on one side and a bowto knife 
on the other, while each carries a repeating 
rifle. Taste and vanity occasionally aug- 
gest special adornment, and a ranger's 
hat may lie a costly nffalr. 

Qtianah, the Comanche chief, whose 
braves tho rangers put to flight In 1870, 
now lives In northern Texas. He recently 
doscrlbed tho battle to a young rangor. 

"The rauge:-s," said Quanah, "rode out 
on tho prairie, tied their horses to the sad- 
dle horns by their bridles and opened Are 
on us. My men fell fast. Wo flred and 
tried to kill horses. Then the rangers lay 
behind their dead horses and killed us like 
grass. We tried to rush thorn. Twice we 
tried and failed. After much time they did 
not fire so fast. We thought powder and 
bullets all gone. Then, ns we wore going 
to charge again, they all stood up. They 
took off their hats and yelled. We wore 
much "locoed" (deceived). At last we 
charged, but you rangers don't fight like 
palefaces, but like devils. We killed 84, 
but you killed us like grass. " 

There wero 08 rangers against 200 Co- 
manches in this fight. 

One of the latest notable exploits of the 
rangers was the capture of the BUI Cook 
gang of cutthroats operating In Texas and 
Indian Territory. C. B. Fullerton, one of 
the rogcrs who took part In the capture, 
dcsi riT.es It thus: 

"One evening we received a telegram 
worded, 'Bring boys and saddles; hot 
work.' This came from Bellevue, Tex., on 
the Fort Worth and Denver road, 290 miles 
southeast of Ainarlllo. We packed up our 
saddles, put our guns In good order and 
took tho train. We left tho train just be-

fore reaching our destination so as to pr» 
vent suspicion as to our mo\ements. The 
man that sent tho call for help met us and 
said he had located out In the country a 
bunch of men that had been acting Strang.' 
ly. We waited till dark and sent to the 
livery stable after horses. Then we rode off 
toward the place where the strangers w ere 
' ' We lay near the house until daylight and 
captured one of the desperadoes who was 
acting as sentinel. He did not wish to go 
with us to tho house, as ho said there was 
to be a hell of a fight. So we Had him to 
a tree and advanced. The outlaws did not 
know we were near until we rupped on the 
door nnd asked them to come out and set- 
how pretty the weuther was. Their reply 
to this polite invitation was several shots 
through the door. We then opened fire, 
and those within replied. Finally a ball 
from ono of our guns struck the magazine 
of a Winchester in the hands of ono of the 
outlaws, and a piece of the broken maga- 
zine cut a deep gash In the outlaw's chin. 
They all then retreated up stairs and kept 
up tho firing. Wo broke in the door and 
fired Into the room above through tho coll- 
ing, when the outlaws decided It was time 
to ring down the curtain nnd surrender. 
They came down stairs with their empty 
hands in front of them, and wo gave each 
of them a pair of bracelets. It was four 
out of Rill Cook's gang of six, nnd we had 
six men on our side. Among those cap- 
tured was Skeeter Cook's right bower. I 
keep as a memento of the affair Skeeter's 
leather coat, a pair of huge spurs taken 
from the dead body of one of the outlaws 
nnd Cook's belt of cartridges found In the 
houm, though Cook himself was absent 
und thus escaped capture."

She coutinues tho practice of 
medicine in her now home, frequently 
answers calls on tho Indian reservation, 
and does more than half of the medical 
practice in Thurston county. The cow- 
boys call her an angel and would lay 
down their lives for her. Whenever siie 
goes out on a mission, some gallant but 
bashful cowboy follows at a distauoo to 
see that no harm overtakes the pretty 
youug doctor.— Chicago Times-Horald.

sword across his knee, got an arrow in 
the eye and abandoned the fight in oner 
to iuvetsigate the surprises of a future 
state. 

In this battle the contusions al< n> 
amounted to over 97, to say nothing of 
fractures, concussions and abrasions. 

Among other casualties, the nobility 
of the south of England was killed. 

Harold's body was buried by the sea- 
shore, but many years afterward disin- 
terred, and all signs of vitality having 
disappeared he was buried again in the 
church he had founded at Waltham. 

The Anglo-Saxons thus yielded to the 
Normans the government of England. 

In these days the common people 



given to feasting and merriment. In 
thoee pioneer times the "small and 
early" had not yet been Introduced) 
but "the drunk and disorderly " was re- 
garded with much favor. 

Free coinage was now discussed and 
mints established. Wool was the prin- 
cipal export, and fine cloths were taken 
in exchange from the continent. Wom- 
en spun for their own households, and 
the term spinster was introduced. 

The monasteries carefully concealed 
everything in the way of education, and 
even the nobility could not have stood 
a Civil service examination. 

The clergy were skilled in music, 
painting and sculpture and loved to 
paint on china or do sign work and car- 
riage painting for the nobility. St. 
Dunstan was quite an artist and painted 
portraits which even now remind one 
strangely of human beings. 

Edgar Atheling, the legal successor 
Of Harold, saw at a glance that William 
the Conqueror had come to stay, and so 
he yielded to the Norman. 

William was crowned on Christmas 
day at Westminster abbey as the new 
sovereign. It was more difficult to 
change a sovereign in those days than 
at present, but that is neither here nor 
there. 

The people were so glad over the coro- 
nation that they overdid it, and their 
ghoulish glee alarmed the regular Nor- 
man army, the impression getting out 
that the Anglo-Saxons were rebellions. 
When as a matter of fact they were 
merely exhilarated, hating tanked too 
often with the tankard. 

William the Conqueror now disarmed 
the city of London, and, tipping a num- 
ber of the joblcs, got them to wait on 
him. He rewarded his Norman follow- 
ers, however, with the eontrabaud es- 
tates of the conquered, and thus kept 
up his conking for years after peace had 
been declared. 

But the people did not forget that 
they were there first, and so, while Wil- 
liam was In Normandy, in the year 
1007 A. D., hostilities broke out. Peo- 
ple who had been' foreclosed and ejected 
from their lands united to shoot the 
Norman usurper, and it was not un- 
common fur a Norman, while busy 
usurping, to receive an arrow in some 
vital place and have to give up sed- 
entary pursuits perhaps for weeks after- 
ward. 

In 1008 A. D., Edgar Atheling, 
Swevn of Denmark, Malcolm of Set- 
land and the sous of Harold banded 
together to drive out the Norman. Mal- 
colm was a brave man and had, it is 
said, captured so many Anglo-Saxons 
and brought them back to Scotland 
that they had a very refining influence 
on that country. Introducing the study 
of the yoke, among other things, with 
moderate success. 

William hastily returned from Nor- 
mandy and made short work of the re- 
bellion. The following year another 
outbreak occurring in Northumberland, 
William mischievously laid waste 00

In order to erect a new forest, he dev- 
astated 30 miles of fanning country 
and drove the people, homeless and 

foodiess. to the swamps. He slsointro* 

duced the OUlfeWi which he had rung 
in the evening for his subjects in Order 
to remind them that it was time to put 
out the lights, as well as the < at. and ri 
tire. This badge of servitude caused 
great annoyance among the people, who 
often wished to -it up and visit or paM 
the tankard about and bid dull care be- 
gone, 

William's death was one of the m< - f 
attractive features of his reign, It re 
suited from an injury received during 
an invasion of France. 

Philip, the king of that country, had 
said something derogatory regarding 
William, so the latter, having business 
in France, decided to take his army 
with him and give his soldiers an out- 
ing. William captured the city of 
Mantes and laid it in SSheS at his feet. 
These ashes were still hot in place* 
when the great conqueror rode through 
them, and his horse becoming restive 
threw his royal altitoodleum on the 
pommel of his saddle, by reason of 
which he received a mortal hurt, and a 
few weeks luter he died, filled with re- 
morse end other stimulants, regretting 
his past life in such unmeasured term- 
that he could be heard all over the 
place. 

The "feudal system" was now fully 
established in England, and lands de- 
scended from father to son and were 
divided up among the dependents on 
condition of the performance of v,i- 
salage.

THE NEW REVOLUTION, 



The Eicycle Has Worked a Wonderful 
Change in Many Industries. 
Local Wheel Notes.

The civilized world is waking up to the 
fact that the bicycle is to be taken seri- 
ously, says the Christian Standard. For 
a time the feeling was that it was a 
costly toy, and the recreation gained 
from it something to be indulged in by 
the well-to-do. Few dreamed that it was 
rapidly to become a great factor in mod- 
ern life. It looks now as if outside of 
waiking it is to be the most general 
means of locomotion to be used in the 
world— both in play and in work. Willi 
improved roads and cheapening produc- 
tion the great majority of men and women 
and children will come to use the wheel. 

A few figures ^will show what a revolu- 
tion is being worked by the noiseless 
steed. Careful estimates give J 100,000,- 
000 as the investment for America in the 
infant industry. The output for this 
year is one million wheels. 

The bicycle incidentally or directly 
affects many others interests to their 
injury, but all to the benefit of mankind 
generally. The statistician has worked 
out that in fifteen industries it has caused 
an annual loss of $112,.")00,000. The livery 
business loses $45,000,000; piano sales, 
$13,400,000; watches and jewelry, HI,. 
000,000; cigars and confectionery, $\.\ r 
000,000; tailors, milliners and dress- 
makers, $20,000,000 ; railways and street 
cars, $5, 500,000 ( which is too low an esti- 
mate;; theaters, $2,000,000, and the liquor 
business,- $2,500,000. 

The effect on the health by the use of 
the bicycle is marked. An eninent 
physician is quoted as saying that " not 
within two hundred years has there been 
any one thing which has so benefited 
mankind as the invention of the bicycle," 
and "that hundreds of thousands of men 
and women who formerly practically had 
no exercise, are now devoting half their 
time to healthy recreation, and not only 
Strengthening and developing their own 
bodies, but are preparing the way for fu- 
ture generations." What the climate of 
England has done in making her inhabi- 
tants an outdoor people, that the bicycle 
is likely to do for Americans. 

The next step in the enlarged use of 
the wheel will come through breaking 
the unjust combination which keeps the 
prlc« of a first-class machine at one hun- 
dred dollars, when its manufacturing cost 
is only about thirty. Then all hail the 
bicycle, the great democratic institution, 
which gives the poor man the luxury of 
his own carriage, and the rich the luxury 
of healthful exercise.

EXTRACTING HONEY. 



An Experts Illnstreted Description of the 
Process of rncspplos; and Extracting. 

Tho uncapping knife, kept in hot 
water when not in uso, is passod rapidly 
tinder the capping of tho sliced combs. 
The loosened cappings drop into a sieve 
n -ting over a pan or into the upper part 
of a can made especially to receive cap- 
pings. The honey removed with th<t 
oappingl drains through the strainer and 
is drawn off below. The uncapped combs 
are placid in tin- extractor at once. As 
the ci lis generally start upward more or 
less, the throwing out of the honey is 

facilitated by placing eachoomb in inch 
a manner :is to bring the top tap to the 

right hand, the pocket being revolved 
in the most natural way — that is, from 
right tu li ft. A little practice will en- 
able tin' operator to note the speed re- 
quired in order to tree the combe entirely 

from DOMJ and the length of time 
cuml s air revolved. 

While it is in general best to avoid 
extracting from n nibs containing brood, 
DAM! will arise where it is neOfMaiy. If 
tin brood || sealed, there will be less 
liability of injuring it than when open 
cells Containing larva- are placed in 
the extractor, but a moderate degree of 

■peed ecu tinned none what longer will 

usually brinjf the homy out without 
disturbance to the immature bees. Three 
persons can work together very advan- 



tr;;efor will soon be repaired. It is de- 
sirable, in order to straighten the ci nibs 
of transferred colonies and get them iu 
good worhmg trim, that they be run for 
extracted honey during the first year or 
two. Moreover, a good yield of extracted 

bom y is more likely to be obtained from 

recently transferred colonies than comb 
honey, especially if the manipulator* 
are beginnen in the work. 

When the extracting is done after the 
Oloae of tin gathering period, the great- 
est care should be taken not to start 
robbing. The surplus combs shonld be 
returned to the hives just before night 
fall and not even a taste of sweets of 
any kind should be left exposed. Thi 
object in returning tho combs is to havi 
them cleaned up, and also to have them 

under the protection of the bees until 
cool weather puts a stop to the destruc 
tive work of wax moth lane. Winn 
sharp frosts occur, the surplus combs 
may be removed from the hives and 
placed in a dry, cold room. An open 
[oft (if not infested with mice or if the 
combs are protected from the latter) is 
a good place, and it is much better to 
place the combs so they do not touch 
each other. The foregoing is a reprint 
from a manual on apiculture by Frank 
Benton and issued from the United 
States department of agriculture.

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5UMMER FALLOWING. 



Generally Practiced It Ii Not a 
Minnesota Farmer Bart. 

The following opinions are expressed 
in a fetter from a Minnesota farmer to 
tho Orange Judd Farmer : 

It is generally believed that the soil 
is kept in a fertile condition by a sim- 
ple summer fallow. I differ from a 
large majority of farmers cn this sub- 
ject and claim that summer fallowing 
as generally practiced is not a benefit to 
the soil. It will give more bushels per 
acre for a few years, but in a short 
time thi soil will fail to respond to the 
treatment. A large percentage of west- 
ern fanners have an idea that prairie 
soil, if summer fallowed every few 
years, can never be exhausted. This is 
a fallacy which ought to be corrected, 
and the sooner the better, for it could 
be said with equal propriety that a lake 
would never become dry were its waters 
continuously drawn out, there being no 
stream or spring to replace that which 
was removed. Every crop that ii har- 
vested has taken a portion of the fertili- 



ty lrom the land, and to keep this up 
something must be returned. It is a 
well known fact that there is a continu- 
ous wasting in a man's body, and that 
nourishing food is required daily to sup- 
ply this waste. The harder he works 
the gPMtl r must be the supply of food. 
Our present method of summer fallow- 
ing is too much like feeding a laboring 
man with grocl and bran. 

There is a method of summer fallow- 
ing, however, which will enrich the soil 
and produce good crops for an indefinite 
length of time. If then is any manure 
available, spread it on land to be sum- 
mer fallowed and plow it under. BOBM 
object to this because no benefit is re- 
ceived from the firtilizer until the fol- 
lowing year. It is of more use, however, 
when plowed nnder in this manner than 
if permitted to lie about the barn and 
yard 8 . If no manure is available, sow 
buckwheat, oats or rye as early in 
spring as possible, and after it has made 
considerable growth plow it under. 

This r( quires considerable labor, but if 
one i tpectl to farm without doing much 
hard work be had better quit. 

One of the belt plans of keeping up 
and restoring fertility is to MM to 
clover. The roots penetrate deep into 
the subsoil and form innumerable chan- 
nels, which permit the dissolved salts 
iu the ground water to be carried to the 
surface and there deposited as plant 
food. The subsoil contains a large 
amount of fertilizing material Which 
has been washed down into it, and the 
clover roots act as a subsoil plow to 
looaen np the soil and bring back its 
richness to the plant nx>ts. One of the 
most important element! in all vegeta- 
ble and animal life is nitrogen, and 
clover takes this from the air and de- 
posit! it in the soil. The three mineral 
ess. Dtial! to plant life are potash, phos- 
phoric acid and nitrogen. If those are 
exhausted from the soil, and the few 
Weed! and old stubble that we plow un- 
der in summer fallowing do not contain 
sufficient of these to keep up the fertili- 
ty, I can see no lasting benefit from this 
practice. We will find it to our advan- 
tage to keep mote stock, cultivate fewer 
acres and apply all the manure availa- 
ble.

A bulletin from the Illinois station 
gives a detailed report of experiments 
with wheat and oats from 1888 to 1895. 
The experiments with wheat show that 
the grain increases in weight up to full 
maturity, and that curing in the shade 
ffive! a heavier grain than sun curing. 
Six pecks per acre is the best quantity 
of good vital seed. The best date to sow 
in that latitude is the last ten days of 
September. Bam manure is highly ben- 
eficial to wheat on the white clay soil 
of southern Illinois and is notably bet- 
ter than superphosphate. The experi- 
ments with oats indicate that nine pi'eks 
of good seed should be. sown per acre ; 
that the best time to sow is the last half 
of March; that shallow seeding gives 
best results.

According to Nature the application 
of liquid ammonia will give quick re- 
lief in the matter of bee stings, but am- 
inoniated tincture of quinine is quicker 
in its action and gives greater relief. 

Kerosene oil has a greater range of 
usefulness than any other one insecti- 
cide. It is not a poison, but kills by 
contact. 

The only sure way to destroy Canada 
thistle is to plow and cultivate the in- 
fested land for a year or two. 

A new departure in the fertilizer trade 
is the increasing call for high grade 
fertilizers on the part of market garden- 
a and truckers. 

Murket gardeners realize, more and 
more, the necessity of having a constant 
supply of water for irrigation. 

It is claimed by Tho Orange Judd 
Farmer that "alfalfa will sustain life 
and produce some growth in shotea It 
will not make them fat, but it will 
keep them in condition to make good 
use of a little extra feed." 

Arizona farmers who are interested 
in apricot eulture should apply to the 
Arizona agriculture experiment station 
at Tucson for bulletin No. 16. 

Professor Williams of the South Da- 
kota station is an advocate of heavy 
seeding of grasses and deep covering for 
the soil of that state.

The Rotary Patnp and the Direct Actios 
Steam Pnmp. 

"I am thinking of pumping water 
for irrigation. I thought of pumping 
through a two inch pipe and forcing 
the water through sprinklers. How 
much water is needed for irrigation? 
What sort of a pump should I get, and 
how should I fix my pipes?" 

The foregoing query was answered as 
follows by Rural New Yorker : 

It is only a question of the distance 
and amount of water required when cal-

culating the size of pump required. Not 
knowing the exact conditions, the an- 
swer must be given in a general way. 
The amount of water falling on one 
acre of land to the inch of rainfall is 
27,155 gallons. From this you can de- 
cido about how much water per acre 
you require. There are two classes of 
pumps for this purpose— the rotary 
pump, requiring a boiler and engine to 
drive it, and the direct acting steam 
pump, which takes steam direct from 
the boiler. The rotary pump does not 
act well under pressure or very much 
suction, some makes requiring the pump 
to be set below the surface of the water 
to be pumped. The piston or direct steam 
pump works under any pressure and 
the greatest amount of suction. 

Iu setting the pump make the suction 
as short as possible. Be sure that the 
piping is airtight ; otherwise you will 
pump air as well as water. All piping 
should bo water tight and should have 
Y joints with bends of long radii, so as 
to overcome the friction at the joints. 
See cut When cutting, threading and 
screwing lengths together, see that any 
bur left by the tool is removed, so that 
the pipe is smooth and not half closed 
by obstructions. 

You speak of running a two inch 
main. Your pump should have at least 
a two inch discharge, which, if run at 
It! highest speed, 125 strokes per min- 
ute, will deliver 4'J gallons in that time, 
or 2.M40 gallons per hour. The loss due 
to friction iu the pipes can bo made up 
by a little increase in pump pn ^sure. 
Four one inch sprinkler pipes can be 
run at once from the two inch main.

Make axles and front bunk ; then, in- 
stead of ordinary sides for a box, place 
a 2 by 0 inch oak or ash plank on edge 
and bolt and brace to the back axle and

front bunk, as in cut. Make five or six 
boxes open behind and balanced on roll- 
ers which turn in holes (A) bored inside 
planks (B). Tho boxes are held in place 
by pin (C). Crosspieces, to prevent the 
side planks spreading if left projecting 
at the sides, may be utilized for steps. 
As reaches and tongue braces are dis- 
pensed with, an ordinary sleigh tongue 
and rod may be more easily arranged 
by putting two staples through the 
axle than a wagon tongue.

She exposed hei self 
to lire as cheerfully as the lirnvest SOkUef 
lu the regiment. 

The cantinieres of the French army are 
famous in sonjr and story, and their serv- 
ices are often very valuable.

geroni condition, and could have avoid- 
ed injury by exorcising reasonable care, 
If the court thinks, under these circum- 
stances, the plaintiff is entitled tore- 
cover, tho amount of damages is fixed 
at iJCi.OiK).
